'i' Tv/o handsume oil protraits 
were added to the gallery of dis- 
tinguished sons of Madison in the 
Madison county circuit room 
when court conveo^d Monday 
morning. The pbrtrait* were 
, thoi« ol W. H. Capcrton and Col. 
J. W. Caper ton, father and son, 
and in their day, two of the ablest 
legal lights in this section of Ken> 
tucky. 

Tlie presentation address was 
delivered by Attorney A. R. Bur- 
naiti, iloii. W. B. Smith respond- 
ed on.bdialf of the bar, and Judge 
W. R. Shackelford accepted the 
handsome portraits on behalf of 
the court. In prcsentine the pic- 
^^cs onM)ehalt of the Mmily of 
IHr two distingqiMi«4 lawyers 
and citizens, Mr; .EiurMm said : 

"Whatever tqnehea the life of a 
notable man deaerves to be reeorded 
with care and solemnity." 

It is the wish of Mn. James W. 
Caperton and Mrs- Paul Buniam, 
wife und daughter, of the late Col. 
James W. Caperton, to preaeat to 
this Court, Judge W. R. Shackelford 
of the 25th Circuit, preddiag, the 
I'ortraits in oil of Col. Wm. . H. 
Capert4>n (17<>8— 1862 and Col. Jai. 
W. Capcrton (1824-0909); and in 
80 doing it is deemed inpn^riate to 
submit the following faets: 

Col. WnL H> Caperton and bis son. 
Col. James W. Caperton pmeticed 
law at thd Richmond Bar from 1818 
to 1909, a period of 91 consecutive 
years. Col. Wm. H. Caperton read 
utw wider his maternal uncle, Archi- 
bald Woods, one of the earliMt 
lawyers at the RichnAmd, Kentucky 
Bar, and was admitted to the Bar in 
1818. He died in 1862, his profea 
sional career covering a period of 44 
years. Col. James W Caperton, af- 
ter receiving his education at Centro 
College, Danville, Keataeky, took his 
law course at Old Transylvania Uni- 
versity, Lexington, Kentockr, study- 
ing under Chief Justice Robertson, 
Thos. A. Marshall, Aaron K. Wooley 
and others. Soon after graduation 
from Transylvania he was examined 

• by two of the Circuit Judges of the 
Commonwealth, Jumes Simpson and 
• Samuel Lusk, and on March 3rd, 
' 1845 he was granted license to 
practice law in the "inferior and 
Superior Courts of thi.s Common- 
wealth." He died at his re.sidence, 
Rluir Park, in Richmond, Ky., on April 
19th, 1909, still in the active practice 
of his proifesfsion, which covered a 
/ period of 64 years. 
f "Each generation is a connecting 
link between the eventful past and 
the unknown future", and no one 
single expression can delineate the 
features of a truly comprdtensive 
character. For tMs reason it is well 
in studying a life to look also to 
thoso who have gone before. Both 
father and son were born in Madison 
County, Kentucky, desesadsats of 
^ » families of Virgmia, notable both in 
' the Colonial period of Virgloia his- 
tory and throMh the century follow- 
ing the levotanonary war to the i^ies- 
ent thett. Union, Monroe Coonty, 
Virginia, was the seat of the Cisper- 
ton family. Two of the name came as 
^oneers to Ity., Adam and William 
Tht name of Adam Caperton, broth- 
er of William, the father of 'Col. Wm. 
H. Caperton, is enrolled among those 
who gave their lives in bringing 
civilization to Kentucky. He was 
killed at the battle of "Estiirs De- 
1^ feat" 1782; and Capt. James Estill 
^ lost bis life in trying to save that ot 
his friend. The Capertons of Vir- 
^ glnla "had large private and busi- 
ly Bess interests". In the years fol- 
t koving the revolutionary war, Hu^h 
r ilBSf^ Bon of Adam Caperton, 
[v'' I "^Hlbeer to Kentucky, was one of 
^ O^RioSit prominent public men in 
P Virginia. He held many positions of 
public honor and trust, among others, 
\ that of Representative in Congress 
Urom what was known as the "Green- 
brier District" of Virginia during the 
tikoublesome era following the "War 
,ch 1812". He died in 1847. "Whilst 
In \Congres3 he messed most of the 
timk with Daniel Webster, for whom 
he e\er retained the highest respect 
and w^t'^est regard. He was also 
the wartQi admirer and devoted friend 
of Henry \Clay, who made hiik a visit 
A at his house, "Elmwood". ia Monroe 
I • County, Virginia, not long before his 
' death, traveWng two or three hnn- 
died miles frd|m WMthington for that 
purpose." The \ late Major John Cap- 
otoB of toOiinpUv Mks. S. A. Pres- 
' toTof yhSmStrf CSkntx, Virginia, 
widow of Col. Jantes A^^ston, son of 
OoTonor JaBMs HfeetoOi of Virginia; 
j^Md the Hod. Allen T. Caperton, who 
Hfns one (rf the must iUustrions Vir- 
ginians in the middile of the century 
^-dying in WashingefH City in 1876 
^while a member \of the United 
States Senate— K«rere children, of this 
Hon. Hugh' Caperton. V 

lAllen T. Caperton, U^nited States 
Senator, enherited a va^t landed es- 
tate from his father; w»8 graduated 
at Yale; and the late Cren. Ca.ssius 
M. Clay refers to him in bis memoirs 
as one of his own intintfte friends 
at Yale, mentioning also m this cod- 
nection, tiie grandfather ot\ the pre^ 
ent Nicholas Longworth of Cincinnati. 



In the later years of the 1800's the 
Hon. Edward Echols and the Hon. 
Caperton Braxton were notable 
representatives of the Caperton fara- 

«f la Vlislnia, their mothers having 
een daughters of the Hon. Allea T wrote 
Caperton. The former wfls m. eble "I admired the 



lawyer and Lieut; Governor of the 
state, and the : latter was generally 
conceded to be the most able lawyer 
at the Virginia Bar for many years. 

Of the achievements and di.stinct- 
ions of his forbears and collateral 
lelatives. Col. James W Caperton 
was justly proud, and followed their 
caieers witj| iparked int«rest— -not 
only .the careers of those who attaiti>- 
ed political fame, but also those whp 
became distingoiriied :bi the service 
of their country, boW' janny '- and 
navy. That both thd llmur 'and son, 
whose memory we ai^ celebratifag to- 
day, were worthy and gifted deScend- 
aats of 'the Virginia line, just referred 
to» aajur be baner shewn by quoting 
fMIH db euM p iU , . Mned by their 
eoslSRiponHiiaa aaa ^libse who were 
iatfaBttaly sasodsted with them in 

WmTnymn both Col. W. 
H. OiMrten aad Col- James W. 
Ovanbn wwe employed in many of 
the.'iiost importiat eases before the 
coorts of tte state: and were as- 
sociated with the first lawyers of 
their day. either on the same side or 
as opposiag counsel . 

Gen. Casshis M. Clay, Jan. 21st, 
1889, wrote: "I cannot forget your 
noble father, William H. Capcrton, 
who was BO distinguished as a pro- 
found lawver; and who stood unsur- 
passed in his day of eminent men as 
a popolar orator. Re was my friend 
from the time I flrst eatsred politi- 
tieal life tiU his deatti.'' 

Judge FlaaafaB— 1903— wrote: 

"While la RTebmOnd I missed the 
old lawyers that once belonged to the 
Bar there, vii: CoL W. H. Capeiton, 
Maj. Squire Turner, Judge Daniel 
Breck, Col. Speed Smith." "What « 
strong Bar it was when the four 
named lawyers were the leaders. 
They made a stale sad national rep- 
tttatioa by tiMtr proper attainmente 
in their proXSMioB. They helped to 
make mash of Joriapniaenee that 
adoras the annals of the Keataeky 
reports la the eariv sad middle of the 
last centuiy, ,wW«^ftMt is an^ly at- 
tested by Sn exanlnatien of said re- 
ports. The leaning and research 
they displayed is wonderful- Even 
at this day no one practicing law in 
Kentucky caa afford to ignore their 
work as it appears hi the volumin- 
ous reports in the Bibbs, Marshalls 
and Duvalls. Among Kentucky's 
eminent lawyers none were more gift- 
ed than Col. Wm. H. Caperton in in- 
tellect and person. He was a boin 
(.rator, .md possessed brilliant tal- 
ents. .He was a great lawyer and an 
earnest advocate. He bestowed much 
rare on his pleadings,' and so perfect 
wore tiiey constructed as to be al- 
most invincible. His features were 
hand.some and his form graceful. He 
would have been esteemed in any 
community in which he mingled, for 
the rare gifts that so dtsUaguished 
him." 

Judge James Flanagan of Win- 
chester to Col. Jamei> W. Caperton, 
June 15th, 1904, wrote: 

"I am gratified to assure you that 
the dedication of the Huston monu- 
ment was a success in every repect 
Col. Breckinridge never made a 
greater speech. It gave me great 
pleasure to listen to his tributa to 
your father, Col. Wm. H. Caperton, 
for it was as deserved as it was sin- 
cere. Gen. Huston was probably 
more intimate with Col. W. H. Cap- 
erton than with any other of his 
eontemporarias. Iwqr were more 
congeniiBl. 

"There was A fpdaxy of advocates in 
the former district of wfaieh Clark 
county was a patt, coashrtlng of Col. 
W;. H. CapertoB, Gairstt Davis, James 
F. 'KbbiamAi aad Jiifaa B. Hus- 
ton, whoi NMnfiiMd .tl|«Nihar in a 
case were ahnoet Iwl^niile.'* 

Judge A. 8. Bonam, April 20, 
1909:, 

"Col. Win- H. Caperton was the 
foremost jury advocate of his time, 
and in the contest of his day measured 
strength with ReBxy Clay, John C. 
Breckinridge, Mat Johbson, Richard 
A. Buckner and was easily the peer 
of any of them." 

Mlaj. Curtis F. Bumam in 1862 and 
again in 1905 wrote: 

"Col. Wm. H. Caperton was a 
thoroughly trained lawyer, and one 
of the most eloquent of orators. His 
professional life was full and com- 
plete on the Circuit and before the. 
Appellate Court. He was not only 
a great lawyer but on the political 
stump he was a brilliant speaker- In 
social life he was a charming man. 
He was a member of the state Legis- 
lature in 1828 and was appointed by 
Trcsident Taylor, United States Dis- 
trict Attorney for Kentucky, when 
the State had only one district. I 
had sincere admiration for Col. Cap- 
perton as a friend and kinsman. By 
marriage Col. Caperton was united 
directly and collaterally to a very 
large number of the most prominent 
and distinguished people in the west, 
south and east — by sill of whom his 
Isme was valued as k Ia|Cf Ptft of 
the family wealth and distiaeUoh." 

Perhaps the warmest friend of Col. 
Wm. H. Caperton among his associ- 
ates at the Bar, was Judge Richard 
A- Buckner, oifUl v very advanced 
age a lawyer, and disttaigaished citi- 
sen at Lexlagton. . A few years be- 
fore his death, he wrote a tribute to 
Col. WmL H. Caperton, which ex- 
present an esteem rendered to but few 
men. The Writer of this article re- 
grets not being able to find it. 
Col. James W. Caperton 
Of Col. Jasi W Caperton, Judge J. 
D. Hunt of Lexington wrote on April 
19, 1909: 

"In former years when I was Judge 
of the Court in Richmond, I was 
intimately associated with Col. Caper- 
ton and formed for him a warm 
friendship and regard. He 'was a 
nftn who drew his friends close to 
him, and he richly deserved the re- 
spect and love so widely entertained 
for him. I was one of those who 
loved him and 'held him in highest 
regards."

Kwcr in the League of Nations 
itttreased to equal that of 
Great Britain and her dominions, 
was rejected by the Senatje today 
by a vote of 40 to 38. Amoii|; 
those absent, paired or not vbtiiij^f 
were Senators Stanley and Ber 
ham, of Kentucky, who were op- 
posed to the amendment, and F.I- 
kins, of West Virginia, republican 
who favored its adoption. Two 
democrats, Gore and Shields, v( 
ed with the republicans for adop- 
tion. Nine republicans who vot- 
ed with democrats against th' 
adoption were Colt, Edge. Halo 
Kellogg, Keyes, McCumber, Mc- 
Nary, Nelson and Sterling.

"CoL Caperton was a noble speci- 
men of manhood, truthful, coiirag^us, 
faithful and honest.

man so noble, brave and true." 

Hon. Charles H. Rodes, Danville: 

"For Col. Caperton I entertained 
the highest admiration and esteem. 
My honored father, the late Clifton 
Rodes, was devoted to Cpl. Caperton 
and taught all of his children to love 
and admire him." 

Judge Jere R. Morton upon hi^^ 
retirement as Circuit Judge of this 
District wrote to Col. James W- 
Caperton: 

"I will ever remember your kind- 
nesses to me personally, and will ever 
cherish with increasing approval your 
wisdom, courage, and loftiness of 
spirit, of all of which 1 have been, 
while attcmptin}; to serve my country, 
an appreciative beneficiary, foir more 
than nine years." 

At a meeting of the Madison 
County nar, April 20, 1!)09— Judge 
A. 1{. Burnam said: 

"James W. Caperton possessed 
many of the characteristics of his 
father. More than any other man 
that I have known he possessed the 
qualities of his distinguished line of 
ancestors. Col. Caperton was a man 
of fine social qualities, polite, court- 
eous, considerate; and while never of- 
fering advice he was always i-eady to 
lend assistonce or advice to those who 
sought his counsels. In his long 
career as a member of this Bar, I 
never Imew him for a moment to be 
guilty of the slightest rudeness or im- 
politeness, or fail to treat vdth the 
utmost kindness the lawyers who 
were either associated wiu him or 
opposed to him in the trial of causes." 

Judge Wi. R. Shaefcelford'said: 

"As a dtisen-he stood for every 
enterprise idlieh had for ito object 
the bettenae nt of his fellow man, the 
uplift of homaaity aad jQie advance 
of eivie riritteonsaees- He was on 
the right nde of every moral move- 
ment. 

He was the most self reliiant man 
I ever knew. One dominant featore 
was his pure and disinterested 
patriotism] and unswerving loyalty 
to esteblished authority. He main- 
tained the dignity and high ethical 
standing of his profession and as he 
served his clients well he did not hold 
that service lightly." 

Hon. James B. McCreary, U. S. 
Senate said: 

"His life was fuH of good illustrat- 
ions and he came fully up to Black- 
stone's aphorism, act honestly, live 
honorably, and rendered to every man 
his due. He was universally conced- 
ed to be an able lawyer." 

The Resolutions of the Bar, 1919: 

"We realize we have lost not only 
the eldest member of the Bar living 
at this time; but one of the most atr 
tractive personalities that ever graced 
it." 

Three most intimate friends of Col- 
James W Caperton during his career 
as a lawyer were Judge W. C. Good- 
loe, who was a first cousin of his 
father, and whomi he considered a 
great judge; the Hon. John Bennett, 
whose friendship was al^ys sincere 
and to be relied upon, and "whese 
word was as good »d his bond"; and 
Judge A. R. Bumam, for whom he 
ehinshea the deepest admiratioa and 
{rfPeetloB. The changing years have 
left Hon- W. B. Smltti aloae of all the 
coatemporturles of Col. James W. 
Caperton, as an aeeootplished rep- 
resea^tive of those who have gone 
beforer

PLANNING TO MEET 
THREATENED STRIKE 



Administratibn's Plan To Meet 
Walk-out of Coal Miners 
Won't Be Disdoaed Y«t

. Washington, Oct. 27 — Admin; 
istration officifls today consider- 
ed measures to meet the situation 
created by the threatened strike 
of soft coal miners l^turday. No 
riply irbtn tliie dificers of the tJn- 
ited Mine Workers of America 
to President Wilson's demand 
tiiat tile strike be called off is ex- 
Pf}«led tmtil after , the ihinei'6' ex- 
ec^ve committee meets at In- 
dianapolis Wednesday, but offi- 
cials took cogniran.ce of the union 
leaders being ^yslcally ihlpossi- 
ble Jko secure wrdidrawal of the 
strike order by November 1st. 

The administration's plin for 
dealing with the strike will not 
be disclosed until the strike has 
developed. While it is the pur- 
pose to keep a "strong hand'' on 
radicals, officials made it plain 
the conservative element will not 
be antagonized. ' In this connec- 
tion it was said many mifters' de- 
mands might be just. 



Mam' He«i Is Defiant 

Springfield, 111. Oct. 2ft— Prefac- 
ing his announcement with the 

statement he had received no 
communication from government 
sources as to President Wilson's 
stand against the threatent'' 
strike of the soft coal miners 
November 1st., Acting President 
Lewis, of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America, today declared 
the widely heralded, intimation 
that force may be resorted to will 
not serve to allay the crisis. "A 
threat to prosecute and ihcarcer 
ate myself and associates wil 
neither pre\cnt the strike nor 
terminate it, if it occurs," said 
Lewis He asserted there is yet 
a way to avert the strike if the 
government would use its power 
to assemble the coal operators 
and "get from them for the min 
ers just consideration of tlifeir de- 
mands."

A Plan For Henq> Growers 

Letters urging the Kentucky 
farmers to take an interest in 
hemp raising next year so they 
may receive some of the ad- 
vantages of the large hemp 
breaking plant to be erected in 
Lexington, were mailed out over 
the state Saturday by John R. 
Humphrey, head of the depart- 
ment of markets. University of 
Kentucky. It is proposed in the 
letter that a Kentucky Hemp 
Grow^;"s' Association be formed 
and that it will be an equal 
partner with the mill authorities 
in passing upon grades of fiber 
in case of possible dispute. 

The department of markets is 
planning to hold meetiii^s withm 
the next few weekd within the 
hemp-breaking area to explain 
the proposition thoroughly and 
give the farmers an opportunity 
to sign contracts for ,the coming 
year. Kentucky averages abouf 
1,000 pounds of hemp to the acre, 
making a net return of between 
$100 and $110.
